The Voice. 
The conditions iavorable to stuttering 
may be hereditary and may manifest them ­ 
selves when 
the child begins to ta k. 
Som e*stutterers Lave never known free 
speech, 
fluttering may be caUstd also by 
fright and by imitation, 
blattering sus­ 
tains itself. 
That is. 
the original cause 
may be removed and yet there is no end 
or diminution of the impediment, which, 
on the contrary, increases. 
It a child re­ 
covers from nervous or muscular weakness 
—the first cause—the stuttering may seize 
hold of the chest, and by d era ilin g respi­ 
ration, rn. ke conditions which ol them ­ 
selves would bring on the malady. 
Or, ii 
defective respiration be the first cause and 
it be remedied, the stuttering may lind 
nourishment in disordered nerves or un­ 
healthy 
brains.

said, 
causes and effects pass the one into the 
other, so that they are constantly changing 
not only them selves but also the character 
of the stuttering, whose outward manifes­ 
tations, at intervals of five or ten years, 
would appear entirely different to an ob­ 
server.

Children with stuttering ten­ 
dencies should be (.specially well nour­ 
ished ; they should take a great deal ol 
physical and outdoor exercise ;care should 
be taken that their lungs are fully devel­ 
oped and that their nerves are not irri­ 
tated.

food, and every thing tending to derange 
weaken, or unduly excite, m entally or 
physically, should Le avoided.

should not be allowed to tail; too rapidly 
or when out of breath.

THE LEFT HAND. 
Ttie murder of Dr. Hun9ton,of Wiflbeacb, 
England, id 1823, presented some very 
unusual points of circumstantial evidence. 
Dr. Funston was a physician and natural' 
ist, and was wealthy. He lived alone, and 
was ot somewhat miserly habits. 
Ile bad 
an illegitimate son, whom he had brought 
up with care, who was apparently a worthy 
youth. 
Dr. Uuublon’s house etood in the 
suburbs of the rural towo, with trees 
around it. 
Very near to it was the resi- 
deuce of a lawyer named Terwhit. Dr. 
liunston was originally a very successful 
surgeon in Loudon, but during an autopsy 
he cut his right hand with an operating 
knife, and to prevent intel consequences 
immediately submitted to the amputation 
of toe arm. The dwelling occupied by the 
doctor bad beeu purchased many years be­ 
fore the date ot the crime to be narrated. 
From time to time he added to it until it 
was a peculiar structure. In a wing, 
reached by five steps from the parlor, was 
the doctor’s bedroom ; beyond that was 
his workshop, and beyond that again, in 
an odd angle, his study. Jammed into 
what appeared a passage just begun and 
lett unfinished, was the de?k in which the 
doctor always kept a quantity of loose 
cash and some old jewels of great value, 
heirlooms of the Huostou family, from 
which be was descended. A coachman, a 
gardener, aud a groom lived in the yard 
right below the windows ot the doctor's 
apartments, and he was in the habit of 
sayiog that they gave ample protection to 
the dwelling in that direction. lo his 
workshop

examined as to his whereabouts on tho 
night of the murder. It was so clearly 
proved that he was elsewhere that all SU9- 
picion faded away. 
Lawyer Terwhit found himself executor 
of the dead man’s will, aud went to 
work to settle the estate. All the proper­ 
ty, with the exception of a few trifling 
legacies, was bequeathed to James H an­ 
ston, 


THE DOCTOR’S ILLEGITIMATE SON. 
This young man was notified ot his 
lather’s sudden end, and he hastened down 
to Wi8beach. He had recently had a fall 
from a horse and sprained his right hand, 
which he carried in a sling. He did not 
stay at his late uncle's residence, but at a 
hotel, and as soon as possible eettled all the 
affairs of the estate which needed bis pres­ 
ence, and returned to London. He listened 
ro all the theories as to the perpetration of 
the crime with deep attention, and only 
made one remark. When the circumstance 
of there having been found the marks ol 
two kees and ten toes, and of only one 
nand, was 
mentioned, young 
Hanston 
said: 
“Is it not just possible that those marks 
were made by my father himself r lie 
might have fallen, for you know he was 
fond ot going among the flower-beds and 
examining leaves and beetles and worms 
and such like.” 
This set Lawyer Terwhit thinking. The 
doctor was a proverbially careless man in 
his attire, and if he had fallen on the damp 
soil, as suggested, his clothes would show 
it. They were examined, but there was 
nothing to indicate that such an accident 
had happened. 
But the lawyer had sud­ 
denly acquired a theory of his own, and he 
resolved to see whither it led.

always slept, and the windows of the par­ 
lor were supplied with strong shutters, 
carefully closed every night. 
When Law­ 
yer Terwhit joked with Dr. Uunstoo about 
uis chalices ot beiug robbed, he was wont 
to laugh and say that It would require very 
expert thieves to get an entrance, or, hay 
tog got an entrance, to get out again safe 
and sound. 
It was the 15th of August, 1823. Young 
luoston had returned from college and 
gone to London for a visit to friends. Law­ 
yer Terwhit had sat with the doctor until 
U o’clock. Then the latter saw that his 
vrvant closed up the house, and soon 
atlerward retire!. 
Dr. Uuuston was an 
early riser, and when he failed to be stir­ 
ring at 8 o’clock next morning, surprise 
was excited among the domestics. 
By 9 
, o’clock they were alarmed, and by IU 
o’clock resolved to send tor Lawyer Ter- 
l whit and ask his advice. 
The lawyer 
suggested the forcing of the door leading 
trom the parlor to the bedroom of the 
doctor. This was done, and the lawyer 
and the domestics entered. 


A DREADFUL SPECTACLE 
was disclosed. Dr. Hunston lay on his bed 
iu his night clothes. 
His arm was thrown 
out so as to hang out over the side of the 
bed. His head lay over the bolster, and 
his throat was cut from ear to ear. 
An 
ordinary kitchen knife, sharpened like a 
r<izor, lay on the left side of the bed, and 
in the bolster on the same side was a gash. 
The doors through the workroom into the 
doctoi’s room were open. 
The dog lay 
peacefully sleeping. The desk in the study 
had been. 
RANSACKED OF EVERYTHING 
of any value. There had been a difficulty 
in opening it, and the person forcing the 
lock had worked to the right side of the 
desk as it stood, for there were marks on 
the wall showing where he had rubbed off 
the whitewash- 
The windows of all the 
rooms were examined. Ail were fastened 
except one in the workshop. 
Of this the 
cords had been broken, for when 
the 
sash was raised it tell with a crash. 
Hight below this window wa9 a flower 
bcd. 
In the s oft mold there were prints of 
a man’s knees and ot his lett hand. 
There 
were also marks 89 though his toes had 
struck the soil. 
The servant men who 
lept near the spot heard no noise in the 
nignt except what sounded like the bang­ 
ing of a shutter, and as there was wind 
they thought nothing of that. 
Lawyer Terwhit wes a very shrewd man 
aud a clever criminal expert. The author 
Hies were duly notifi'.d of the dreadful 
crime which had been perpetrated, and 
measures were taken to Aud a clew to the 
guilty person or persons. The motive was 
clearly plunder. 
The perpetrator or per­ 
petrators knew that the doctor kept valu­ 
ables in his apartments. 
It woald also 
9eem as though they knew where there 
was a detective window. 
The points pre­ 
sented lo the case were numerous and 
pregnant: 


THE POINTS IN TBF CASE. 
I. There was no possible means of ac­ 
cess to the apartments of the doctor except 
jy the window already spoken of. 
That 
that this had been used was evident. 
It 
was twelve feet from the grouod. 
There 
were marks of feet on the coping just be- 
w, as though some one had walked along 
from the corner, clinging to the win­ 
dows, on purpose to avoid leaving traces. 
Immediately below in the soil there were 
no marks ot feet, and no impression of any 
eon other than those already mentioned. 
namely: the marks of the knees, the toes, 
and the left hand. These, it was very clear, 
had been made bv a person in falling, and 
were turned away from the window, the 
ti <e marks being nearest and the hand 
marks iurtherest off. 
These impressions 
were evidently made by the murderer in 
his descent trom the window. 
The bot- 
t ‘rn of the window sash showed stains of 
blood, with pieces of skin adhering. How 
bad the blood and skin come there 
2 
The throat oi (bedoctor had been cut 
as the murderer stood at bis left side. 
The knife was clearly drawn from right to 
left, and hence the gash in the bolster on 
the left side. The position of the kniie 
on the left side of the bed, where the 
assassin had dropped it, also proved that he 
sio d on that side when he perpetrated the 
deed. 
3 
On the soil outside the window there 
were impressions of his koees, two toes, 
and the left hand only. The person forcing 
the lock of the desk had leaned against the 
right wall, and evidently worked with 
his left hand. The person who wielded 
the iatal knife had used the left hand, 
for the wound slanted upward trom the 
edge, and was made from the lett side 
It made from the lett side with the right 
hand it would either have been straight 
down or inclined from 
the entrance 
of the knife 
downward. A 
moment’s 
thought will show the justness of this rea­ 
soning.

Was the perpetrator lett-handed I' He 
might have been; but in that case why did 
he not fall on the right hand as *eil as the 
lett in descending, or rather falling, from 
the window ? 
5. 
Had the murderer only one band, 
and that the left ? That seemed to be 
the fact, and then the remarkable coinci­ 
dence presented itself of a man with only 
the left arm bedog murdered by a man with 
only the left arm. 
0. 
Were the dog and the murderer old 
friends ? If they were the savage beast’s 
quietness was accounted for. 


WATCHED.

Yet what it says Jo him, it says to the 
most distant and barbarous nation ot the 
earth. To Tartar, Turk and Arab, it speaks 
but one language, whose meaning is, that 
wherever that banner floa’s it carries 
power, protection, peace.
